assets, leases, tenancy, rights, invest¬ 
ments in shares or otherwise, stock-in-

Explanation.—The “Undertaking of the dis¬ 
solved company” shall include all rq.M=, powers, au¬ 
thorities and privileges and all property movable or 
immovable, mc'udipg cash balances, vcsei ves revenue 
balances, investments and all other interest:, and r iglfis 
in or arising out of such propedy as may belong to 
or be in the possession of the dissolved company im¬ 
mediately Vfo/e the appointed day, and all b, nks, 
accounts and documents relating thereto arc 1 also all 
debts liabilith's, duti s and obligations of whatever 
kind then exiting of the dissolved company. 

5. Transfer of certain items of Pron^t's—-For the 
putp..so of this order, all the profits or losses, or 
hnih. if any. of the dissolved company as on the 
appointed day, and the revenue reserves or deficits 
cr both, if iitiv, rf the dissolved company when 
transferred to the- resulting company shall respec- 
uvfiy fonn part of the profits or losses and Ihc 
revenue reserves or deficits, a- the case may be, of the 
resulting company. 

6. Saving of Contracts etc.—-Subject to the oilier 
provisions contained in this order, all contracts, deeds, 

! cads, agreements and other instruments of 
whatever nature to which the dissolved company is 
a party, subsists or having dlrcl bnir.edbiltly Infer© 
the appointed day, shall have full force and effect, 
against or in favour of the resulting company and 
may be enforce) as fully and effectively as if the ’edit¬ 
ing company had been a party thereto. 

7. Saving of Legal Proceeding.—If on the appoint¬ 
ed day, any suit, prosecution, appeal or other legal 
proceedings of whatever nature hi or against the 
dissolved company be pending, tbc same shall not 
abate or be discontinued, or be in any way prejudi¬ 
cially affected by reason of the tinnsfer to the resulting 
company of »he undertaking of dissolved company or 
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of anything contained *n this ctder. But the si-it, 
prosecution appeal or other legal proceeding may he 
continued, prosecuted and enforced by or apin't the 
resulting company in the same manner and to the 
same extent as it would or may be continued, prose¬ 
cuted and enforced by or against the dissebed com¬ 
pany, if this order hud not been made. 

8. Provision with respect to Taxation.—All taxes 
in respect of profits arid gains (including accumulated 
losses ana unabsorbed depreciation) of the business 
carried on by the dissolved company before the ap¬ 
pointed day shall be payable by the resulting com¬ 
pany subject to such concessions and reliefs as may 
be al'owecl under Income Tax Act, 1961 (43 of 
1961) as a result of this amalgamation. 

9. Provisions respecting existing Officers and other 
Employees of tl.e Dissolved Company.—Every whole- 
time officer or employee (excluding the directors of 
the dissolved company) employed immediately before 
the appointed day in the dissolved company, shall, 
as from the appointed day, become an officer of emp¬ 
loyee as the case may be, of the resulting 
company and shall hold his office or service there¬ 
in by the same tenure and upon the same terms 
and conditions with the same rights and privileges 
os he would have held the same under the dissolv¬ 
ed company, if this order had not been made, 
and shall continue to do so unless and until his 
employment in the resulting company is duly termi¬ 
nated or until his remuneration and conditions of 
employment are duly altered by mutual consent. 

10. Position of Directors.—Every director of ihe 
dissolved company holding office as such immediate¬ 
ly before the appointed day shall cease to be 
a director of the dissolved company on the appoint¬ 
ed day. 

11. Membership of the Provident Fund.—All offi¬ 
cers and employees of the dissolved company shall 
continue to be members of the Employee's Provident 
Fund under the scheme of the Employeei’s Provident 
Funds and Miscellaneous Provision Act 1952 (19 of 
1952) of which they are members and the State 
Trading Corporation of India Limited shall with effect 
from the appointed day of publication of this order 


in the Official Gazette make and continue to 
male the employer’s contributions to the said 
Employee Provident Fund in respect of these officers 
and employees at the same rates as were being made 
by the dissolved company. 

12. Dissolution ot the Cashew Corporation of India; 
Limited.—Subject to the other provisions of this 
order, as from the appointed day, the Cashew Cor¬ 
poration of India Limited shall be dissolved and no 
pei son shall make, assert or take any claims, demands 
or proceedings against the dissolved company or 
against a director or an officer thereof m his capacity 
as such director oi officer, except in so far as may 
be necessary for enforcing the provisions of this 
Order. 


13. Registration of the Order by the Registrar of 
Companies.—The Central Government, shall as 
soon as, may be, after this order is notified in the 
Official Gazette, send to the Registrar of Companies, 
Demi and ILryana, New Delhi a copy of this order, 
on receipt of which the Registrar of Companies, 
Delhi and Haryana, New Delhi shall register 
the order on payment of the prescribed fees 
by the resulting company and oitify undet his hand 
the registration thertcl within one month from the 
date of receipt ot a copy of this order. Thereafter the
